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Board of Education Backs Up H.S. Boys' Plea 


Berlin, May 12—(AP)—The Russians pulled up their 


German Iron Curtain today, ending their 327-day-old Berlin 
blockade, major sore spot of the Cold war. 


Ground traffic flowed on through the day, by rail and 


by highway, pouring supplies and passengers into the long- 
beseiged old capital city from the west for the first time in. 
nearly 11 months. 
The blockade-lifting had all the fanfare of a Hollywood 


movie premiere, and the people, convinced that at last this 
phase of the cold war was ended, whooped it up in the flag- 
decked city. 


The Russian and western 


allied military outdid each 
other in courtesy as the 
Barricades went down ending 
the blockade, and the allied 
counterblockade. There was a 
general display of gcod will 
and smiling readiness to cut 
red tape. 
But the western allies were 


taking nothing for granted. Their 
airlift, 
which 
had 
made 
the 


blockade a useless - Soviet weapon 
by flying in the food, fuel and raw 
materials needed by west Ber- 
lin's 2,000,000 residents, continued 
flying. It is to continue at least 
30 days, building a stockpile of 
supplies and giving a, chance to 
really sound out Russian inten- 
tions. Today's flights kept sup- 
plies coming in at about 500-ton 
per hour level.

Allied military trains, followed 


by food and fuel trains, were the 
first into Berlin after the barriers 
went down one minute after mid- 
night. 
Foreign 
correspondents, 


racing down Hitler's famous su- 
per highway were the first into 
Berlin from the west. 


The people, who had been slow 


to respond for days, really got 
into the mood. End of the block- 
ade means for them the promise 
of fresh foods instead of the de- 
hydrated stuffs the airlift has sup- 
plied them. 


The political splitting of the 


city between east and west re- 
mained as deep as ever, however. 
Each still has its own police force, 
city government, fire department 
and other services. 


So they closed the schools today, 


business houses planned to suspend 
work early, and the people swap- 
ped congratulations in public and 
informal gatherings. 


Clear In Minutes 


The first allied train into Berlin 


was halted only four minutes to 
get its clearance from the Russians. 
The Russian army officers did not 
even step aboard, or ask, for iden- 
tification papers of the passen- 
gers. They asked only for assur- 
ances that it carried no Germans, 
other than the train-crew, which 
it did not. 


The whole program went off 


with only two hitches, neither con- 
sidered very serious as of now. The 
Russians 
insisted 
that 
Soviet- 


owned locomotives pull the trains. 
This the allies agreed to, subject 
to appeal to higher authority.

American representative, told the 
11 nation Far Eastern commission 
that even industnal plants classed 
as "primary war facilities" are 
needed by Japan to hasten its eco- 
nomic recovery. 


The deliveries ordered 'halted 


were advance deliveries of plants 
and equipments which the com- 
mission already had earmarked 
for removal. 


The reparations have gone in 


limited quantities to China, the 
Philippines, Netherlands for the 
Netherlands Indies, and Britain for 
Burma, Malaya and Far Eastern 
colonial possessions.

Japanese production for peaceful 
purposes.

training, or advanced training 
In the high school. 


(4) A survey made here sev- 


eral year* ago of Dixon indus- 
trial leaders revealed the fol- 
lowing: 


76.4 per cent suggested 
metal 
shop training to 


equip graduates for work. 
«2.9 per cent suggested 
electrical training to equip 
the graduates for jobs. 47 
per cent suggested draft- 
ing as necessary for post 
school jobs. 41.1 per cent 
suggested welding as a re- 
quirement for jobs follow- 
ing graduation.

out a four year program' and that 
tfiey had done so, with the idea 
of graduating with as much train- 
ing in industrial arts fta possible. 


''If these advanced courses are 


denied us we feel that we are be- 
ing wronged," Cossman said. 


He indicated that in his opinion 


a majority of the boys taking in- 
dustrial arts are doing so for the 
reason that it will better equip 
them in the age old battle for a 
living later in life. 


When Cossman finished his pre- 


sentation, the board reconvened in 


ceipts tomorrow: 5,000 hogs, 1,000 
cattle and 500 sheep.

Killer Gets a Stay 


Springfield, 111., May 12—(AP) 


— Governor 
Stevenson 
today 


granted a reprieve until Aug. 12 
to James Morelli who was sen- 
tenced to die in the electric chair 
at one minute after midnight Fri- 
day. 


The reprieve was granted to

Bnght's Disease Tip1 


That Diet Is Important 


By EDWIN P. JORDAJV, M. D. 


Bright's disease, or nephritis, 


may be suddenly, either immedi- 
ately after an acute infection, 
such as tonsillitis, pneumonia, or 
scarlet fever, or it may not show 
up until several 
months later. 


Sometimes it develops without any 
obvious reason. 


In acute attacks of nephritis 


disease, special attention is given 
to the accumulation of dropsical 
fluids. Drugs are frequently used 
to stimulate the secretion of the 
urine and thereby remove some of 
the excessive fluid. Accumulated 
fluid inside the abdomen is often 
drawn off through a needle.

hour request.
